The dificulty of organizing the citizen 
soldiery of the State was one which occu-

its last session in vain. The 


| youth of@the State was understood to be 


willing to rush to its defense, and to risk 
life, if need be, as long as peace lasted, but 
there Was a great unanimity of sentiment 
in favor of accepting commissions, from 
Major-General down, and an equal unanim- 
ity of sentiment in Opposition to accepting 
commissions as private. 

This difficulty was only partially met by 
allowing each private to wear a general's 
uniform, and by reducing the number of 
privates to a minimum.

There could be no 
complaint of companies not turning out in 
full force for drill or parade, and the ap- 
pearance of a company on parade would 
strike terror to all the nation’s foes. First 
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lowed bya squad of mounted police, to 

appal the street-boys. Then would come 

the honorary officials of the company,and the 
milſtary guests of distinction with the State 
Inspector-General, an aide-de-camp or two 

to carry orders; the captain would take his 
position in front of the company, with a 
lieutenant on either side; the sergeants

A Vacancy Made in the State Board of 
Immigration. 


The following is the text ot Henry Olav 
Dean's resignation of his position as Commis- 
sioner of the Board ot Immigration: 

REBEL’S COVE, PUTNAM Co., Mo., 
Septemver 25, 1879. 0 
To His Excellency John S. Phelps, Governor of 
the State ot Missouri: 

DEAR Sin: —- Leu were pleased to appoint me 
as one of the commissioners of the Board of 
Immigration, created by the present Legisla- 
ture of the State of Missouri. To this position 
there was neither salary nor provision made 
for any expenses except those actually in- 
curred in attending the special meetings of the 
board in St. Louis. 

To prepare the people for an active co-oper- 
ationin the work of developing the resources 
of this State is in itself a great work. To build 
up our cities. enrich the State by the establish- 
ment of a permanent system of manufactures 
and such practical industries as will invite a 
profitable and productive immigration; to uti- 
lize the agricultural productions of the State so 
as to secure the greatest profit from the least 
amout of labor; to develop the inexhaustible 
mineral resources of the State, withits other 
wealth of timber and magnificent water power, 
will require armies of men and millions of 
money. To give my feeble assistance 
to this. peculiar labor, since my ap- 
pointment, I have been constantly employed 
in Organizing societies for that purpose, and 
feel gratitied that Jam able to State to you that 
socicties have been organized and are organ- 
izing in every part ofthe state, and are work- 
ing in earnest to promote the growth and in 
crease the wealth of the State. At several 
points inthe State the energy, enterprise aud 
improvement are wonderful. Withont intend- 
ing invidious distinctions, I will call your at- 
tention to the marvelous growth ot several 
cities in Western Missouri. Sedalia, which 
was only yesterday a beautiful prairie, 
strewn with flowers, traversed by but- 
falo, deer and antelopes, and the haunt 
of wild beasts, is to-day a beautitul city, filled 
with a thriving, enterprising population, beau- 
tifled by adorned with schools, 

“churches, and halls ot instruction and amuse- 

ment, and stately residences, more grandly 
furnished than were the palaces of European 
monarchs three centuries ago. Kansas Qity is 
the miracle of the plains, which destiny has 
made the great commercial center of the bor- 
der. Energy and enterprise have come to the 
assistance ot destiny. Immigration unvidder 
flows to Kansas City. Ir wonderful railroad 
system defies prophesy as to her fu 
ture. St. Joseph, with a solidity of capital and 
permanent business basis, with her determina- 
tion to become a great manufacturing city, will 
easily sustain a population ef 100,000 people, 
with the industries which she can easily build 
up withinthe next twenty years. And neither 
of these cities need ve in the way of the other. 
Many other points in the State are making «au 
earnest effort to engage in manulacturiag and 
utilizing the raw materlal which hesin abuad- 
ance around them. 

This fact has beeu presented with great force 
to the casual observer—tbat there are peo-

In retutution of these thalicious 
uttucks, itis only just to say that there is not 
upon the face ot ine earth a more renerous, 
kind, hospitable and humane people than our 
own, no country where the lawsare more faith 
fully executed abd justice nore impartially ad 
mm nistered, where rhe courts are freer fro 
taint of corruption or where even-hand N 
tice is more fairly dealt out: noran administra- 
tien which commands the universal co nmen- 
cation ot the p ople wmbove your own; 
country so tree from paupers and 
want, where prisoners are 
more kindly, where the unfortunate are better 
provided for in Asylum, OF poor Ave 
gieater facilities for education, without regard 
to race, color or condition. The most formid 
able enemy tothe tall and early development 
ofthe wealth and resources of the State, and 
the greatest hindrance to immigration isthe 
pernicious system of depositing the surplus 
money ofthe people in banks, which are al 
ways unsafe, instead ofinvesting this money 
in productive industries, which would invite 
skill: d labor intothe State to create

wealth. 
The general bankruptcy ot the banks is work 
ing it radical cyre 01 this évil. 
Another enemy isf the foreign cap- 
itul breught into the State to be loaned out 
at ruinous yates of interest, to devour the pro- 
duction ofthe producer and carry it deyont 
the State, interest and principal never to re- 
turn. It isa misfortune tothe State of Mis 
souri that a usury lawsimilar to that of Penu 

sylvania nas not been enacted. The law was 
necessary tothe success of the manufacturing 
interest of that State, and no less to the maau- 
factories ot Missouri. Thereis no fact better 
established than this—that no business can 
prosper under the shadow of shaving sheps 
and usurers’ dens. 

The Board of Immigration have no appropri- 
ation commensurate with the work to be done, 
yetthe members have labored with untiring 
energy to accomplish every possibility. My 
colleagnes have earnestly engaged to present 
Missouri fairlyto the world abroad, each in 
his own way. Our meetings have been harmo- 
nious. Col. Richardson, well known to the 
State as its former secretary, has had 
charge of affairs in Southern Missouri, and 
I doubt not has done well his duty. Colo- 
nel Andrew Mchiniey, who has charge of the 
office in St. Louis, has brought experience and 
rare executive ability to his once and will do 
everythiug that can be done to make his work 
a success. 

I may not improperly call your attention to 
the competition with which we have to con- 
tend in our struggle for immigrants. In Kau- 
sas the State bas combined with the railroads, 
using every facility for transportation, the 
most liberal terms for the sale ef her lands aided 
by the homestead donations of the General 
Government, to bring immigration to the 
State. Nebraska is even more liberal. Da- 
kota presents all the advantages of a new 
country, with unocerpied town sites and choice 
homesteads. Texas opens haifa continent, to 
give away or sell at merely nominal prices. 
Manitoba presents anempire of territory, of 
wonderfully fruitful land, donated in large 
bodies to actual settiers, whilst the mountain 
States are beckoning emigrants to fee lands, 
and each of these States has made ample pro- 
vision to carry out their purpose. issoari 
has made no adequate allowance for such a 
work.

LONDON, September 29.—A mau who was ar- 
rested last week for torgery at Measrs. Glynn, 
Mills & Co., bankers, of this city, has just been 
identified as Wm. Ringgold Ceoper, an Ameri- 
cam by birth and education, formerly of the 
United States Navy, but one ot the most dariaz 
and successful forgers who ever operated. He 
was ensign on the staff of Admiral Lee, of the 
North Atlantic Squadron, during the war, 
after whieh bewas given dutyin the office 
of detail in the Navy Department in 
Washington. Ile forged the names 
of several paymasters to the amount 
of several thousand dollars. Though well 
known at, Washington, he went to the Fourth 
Auditor’s office, coily represnted himself as 
Paymaster at Washington, got the money, then 
went tothe next office, represented himself as 
another Paymaster and secured a further sum. 
He was subsequently arrested and sent tothe 
State’s prison. In the Navy Register for 1867 


bis name isthus. entered in page 145° ‘‘ Disa 


honorably discharged, Acting Eusigu Cooper, 
August 2, 1866. General Order No. 80, Aug- 
ust 27, 1879. 

Cooper's friends represented that he died in 
prison, but in reality he went to Sau Francisco 
at the expiration of his term, where he became 
a stock broker and committed tremendous for- 
geries. Ayearortwo ago he ficd and was never 
heard of after. 

In the Herald of October 4,1877,is published 
the following dispatch - 

San FRANCISCO, October 3, 1877. 

A few days ago William Rk. Cooper, a stock 
operator of this city, disappeared suadenly, 
and it was discovered that he had forged The 
name of J. H. Treadwell on checks on the bank 
of Sather & Co., and then on the National Gold 

tank and Trust peer for amounts aggre- 
gating $50,000. It is now established that 
Cooper is the individual who, in 1867, com 

mitted forgeries on the Government, while 
employedin the Navy Department. lie mar- 

ried a daughter of Government Printer Defrees, 
and was arrested on his wedding dav and final- 
ly conveyed to Moyamensing prison, Philadel- 
phia, for five years. He is supposed to have 
gone to New Orleans since his flight from this 
city. — 

COOPER'S CAREER IN LONDON, 

Cooper's forgery on Messrs. Glynn, Mills & 

Co., of London, was fora sum of $20,000. The 


“check had been paid and, but for suspicious- 


ness of the forger, the signature being perfect, 
Cooper would have escaped; but, when the 
detectives and bankers thought he nad flown, 
he coolly walked into the lion's mouth, 
otherwise the banking house of Messrs. 
Giynn, Mills & Co, where he had the 
audacity to keep an account, and de- 
manded to know what was al. this talk abouta 
forged check. He was very indignant, but was 
nevertheless immediately arrested. This affair 
led turther to his detection in another forgery, 
perpetrated onthe Bank ef England in June 
last, for whieh he will be arraigned to-mor- 
row, andtothe discovery of the manner in 
which he has been living in England while 
perpetrating his forgeries. The detectives 
round that he had been residing 
at a beautiful country seat called Kast Lodge, 
at Hemme! Hamstead, Herttordshire. There he 
hada carried on life in a sumptuous fashion. Ile 
had six horses, a drag, carriages, traps, three 
liveried menials anda number of other serv- 
ants, such as any rich gentleman would desire 
tobave. He followed the hounds an hunted, 
and that with regularity; gave grand dinners 
and parties, and donated liberallyto the poor 
ofthe parish. He kept an account at the vil 
Inge banking house, He paid his bills prompt- 
ly, and his house was filled with valuable 
books and pictures, bric-a-Drac, and was 
superbly turnished throughout. He was known 
und highly respected In the entire district. 

WHILE PLAYING THE GRAND SFIGNEUR 
at his country seat, he paid trequent visits to 
London, where he went about in ail sorts of 
strange disguises, and forging the names of his 
neighbors downin Hertfordshire. The man- 
ner in which he imposed on astute vankers is 
well illustrated inthe foilowing story: On the 
25th of June a well appointed brougham was 
driven up tothe Bank of England. A boy de- 
scended trom the box seat, and going 
up to the door 01 the carriage, 
reccived from the gentleman inside a 
check and in structions to get the money for it 
inside. The check was drawn by L. Godwin 
for £300. The signature was pertect and un- 
suspected. The clerk asked the boy how he 
would have it. The boy answered, ‘‘Goid.’’ 
As the benk never pays out large amounts of 
gold, without explanation, the paying clerk 
asked the boy where Mr. Godwin was’ The boy 
answered, Outside. Call him, said the 
clerk. The boy went and teld the pseudo God- 
win what theelerk bad said. Cooper, who Was 
disguised in bushy, brown whiskers, refused 
to leave the carriage. The boy returned to the 
Dunk andtold the clerk what the gentleman 
hedsaid. The clerk, becoming = suspicious, 
went tothe front of the bauk, bDutthe brough- 
am, with Godwin, had disappeared. 
The boy, being’questioned,said that he had met 
the centleman at tne Canon Street Hotel, and 
he bad asked him to come, and brought nim to 
the bank, where he had asked nim to present 
the check. Cooper had entered his name on 
the registry asl’. Evellie Hunter. Alter leav- 
ine the bank he had his driver take him t#the 
hotel. where he alighted. The driver then no 
ticed that Cooper had a smooth face. The 
swindler got his luggage, drove to Char- 
ing Cross Station and = dismissed the 
brougham. He was never heard of atterwards 
till his arrest last week, when Detective Mitch- 
eli, ome ot the shrewdest officers of the London 
police, thinking thatthe Giyvnn ftorvger might 
be the man wanted at the Bank of England, 
in establishing his identity. In 
rending the accounts ot Cooper's forgeries in 
the London papers, it occurred to Aloysius J. 
Carr, a weil known American gentleman 
residing bere, that the prisoner, Cooper, might 
be the same man be had met during arid after 
the war, when Mr. Kane was also aa Knsign in 
the navy, und who he knew had committed 
great forgeries. Mr. Kane was induce reluct- 
antly to attempt the identification with the in- 
terest ofthe public, though he had not seen 
Cooper for fourteen vears, and was -never even 
on speaking terms with him. He went to Nen 
gate to-day with Detective Mitchell. The Wov- 
ernor of the prison did not want Mr. Kane to 
try and 

IDENTIFY THE MAN, 

and did not indeed believe that he could under 
the circumstances, and ultimately decided to 
let him make the attempt. Fifty prisoners 
were turned into the yard. They tiled past the 
grated door, behind which Mr. hane and the 
Governor were stationed. Man after man 


slouched by, vet none the right one, when, 
wmong the last few, came a pad, clean-shaved 
man, with black hair and dark, piercing 
eves, live nnd a halt tees high. 
‘*That’s the man,’ ejaculated Kane. 
‘*‘qqood heavens!'’ eaclaimed the Governor, 
stumping his foot, an vou identify a man 
you never knew and have nos seen for fourteen 
vears?’’’ Kane suid, Ido positively. It was 
the right man, wanted in London. Mr. Hop 

ping, Secretary ot the Legation, was applied 
to, und promised to ask fer Cooper's extradl- 
tion if it was found that Cooper is 
wanted at San Francisco, but it is by 
ng méans likely that the prisoner will be given 
up until Messrs. Glynn, Mills & Co. have done 
with him. Cooper had, or until recently nad, a 
large quantity of California exploits at Mosses. 
Glynn's, which were the proceeds of his ex- 
ploits at Sun Francisco, To sbew the auda- 
city of the man it should de Added that Cooper 
opened an accountatthe Bank ot England soon 
iter the forgery committed last June. Cooper 
is still ignorant that he has been identified and 
connected with the Bank ot England forgeries. 
He stoutiy maintains his innocence, 

Forgeries on American letters ot credit were 
recently committed, Smith, Payne & Co. beinz 
the victims. The forgers got £1,000 in the 
Bank ot England notes from Smith, then went 
to the Bank of England and represented that 
they were going to South America and wanted 
gold. The bank people were bamboozled and 
gavethem gold and small notes. As s00n as 
the forgery was discovered the bank stopped 
payment of the notes. The torgers changed 
the numbers and erased them, No clue has 
been discovered to the forgers, and the bank 
was sensibly chagrined.

THE POSTMAN. 


What the Letter-Carriers May or May Not 
de. 


According to the new rules of the Post-office 
Department, letter-carriers must not contract 
debts or borrow money along their routes, and 
it they do so, Will be liable to severe censure or 
dismissal from the service. They are ot 
allowed to solicit contributions of money or 
gifts or presents of any kind or nature, either 
personally er through other parties; they must 
not issue addresses, complimentary cards, 
prints or publications, or any substitute there- 
for, which are intended to induce the public to 
make gitts to them. They are also prohibited 
from selling tickets to theaters,concerts, balls, 
fairs, picnics, excursions or any other enter 
tainment of any kind or character, and also, 
they are not allowed, under any circum- 
stances, to deliver any matter but the reguiar 
wail upon their routes. They must report to 
the Postmaster all injuries to the mail boxes 
distributed along their route, and must not put 
letters in letter-boxes or under the 
doors of houses which are not at 
the time occupied in part or entire- 
ly by the party to whom the letter is ad- 


dressed. Furthermore, it is contrary to the 
rules to deliver a letter on the street, aud no 
matter how well a carrier may know a partyffor 
whom he has a letter, he may not give it to the 
party upon the street, but must carry it to the 
address indicated bythe direction. They may 
receive letters tor mailing which are properly 
stamped, and may carry a limited eapply of 
stamps and stamped envelopes for sale. They

delivering mail matter. Persons keeping such 
dogs must satisfv the postmaster that it is safe 
for the carriers to deliver it.

SANDER’S WHEREABOUTS. 


The Muiderer of Officer Printz Reported 
in Texas.

Of the Fatal Accident at East St. Louis 
Yesterday, 


Whereby Elijah E. Shacklett, a Well- 
Known Stockman, Lost His Life. 


A fatal railroad accident occurred shortly 
after three o’clock yesterday afternoon on the 
main stock yard track, near the National 
Stock Yards, East St. Louis. Six stock dealers 
were sitting on the inclined tender of transit 
engine No. 13, which was drawing a large 
stock train to the yards, when at a sharp 
curve at the stock yards a Wabash stock train 
backed into it, the last car of the Wabash 
train mounting the tender of engine 
No. 13, and crushing Elijah E. Shacklett, a 
stock dealer of Dresden, Mo., who was seated 
there, so badly that death cesulted in ten min- 
utes. Wesley Bullock, the conductor, John 
Beckham, astock solicitor, A. R. Burton of 
the River Rendering Company, John Kay, a 
boy, and Absalom Shacklett, a brother of the 
deceased, would po doubt have met with the 
same fate if thev had remained on the tender. 
Men they saw the Wabash train approaching 
they jumped to the ground and escaped un- 


hurt. : 

Coroner Bader was telegraphed at Be'le- 
ville atterthe accident occured and arrived in 
East St. Louis about 8 e'clock last evening, 
Several witnesses were evamined last night. 
shortly afters o’eclock this morniug, the tak 
ing of the testimony was resumed. 

CHARLES JONES, 
Superintendent of the National Stock Yards, 
was the first witness examined. Ashe was 
not in the vicinity at the time ot the collision 
he could give no facts concerning it. He 
stated d that there were no other regulations 
governing the track on which the aceivent oc- 
curred except for engines to whistle three 
times and ring the bell on entering the switch 
ateither end. 

The second witness called to the 
day was

JOHN &. BECKHAM, 
a young man inthe employ of a commission 
firm atthe stock yards. He testified as fol- 
lows: 

l was sitting on the tank of the bridge engine 
when the accident occurred, opposite the north 
end of the sbeep house of the Stock Yards. The 
enginee: ofthe bridge engine whistied before 
be reached the whistling posts. Ido not know 
whetherthe Wabash engine whistied. I could 
not see the Wabash train back up against us 
untilit was within a car length ot us on ac 
count ot the sharp curve.Mr. Bu lock, conductor 
otthetrain, told us tot jump off, ans I did so 
along with the others. The deceased had been 
sitting on the tank with me, and 1 told him to 
jump. Hethrew bimselflengtnwise upon the 
tunk, feet downward. I think he was com- 
pletely overcome with fright, and did not 
make an attempt to get of sa the car 
strike him atthe feet, shoving him or rolling 
him righe uptothe head-light, throwing him 
over te the leit, I think that both trains ran 
atthe rate of about tour miles an hour. The 
bridpe engine had just come to a stop when the 
two trains struck. The bridge engine 
reversed and pulled ahead. Ihe train 
Wiis shoved head about three 
cariengths. My opinion is that the ceceased 
came to bis death by being struck by a cur. 

PAVE BURNETYS, 
testified that 


concuctor ot the Wabash train, 
he was standing onthe end of his train,

He 
nalto ‘‘puton’’ brakes and put 
onone bimeelf, but it was too late. He was of 
the opinion that un ler the circumstances the 
wecident could not have been averted. both 
train apparently arrived at the posts at the 
evds ot the curve at the same time. 

A. W. ABERNATHY, 
brakeman ofthe Wabash train, 
the third car from the engine, stated that 
received a signaito put brakes and 
naled the engineer, who reversed the engine, 
and he then putona brake himeelf. Iie said 
that on entering the curve the Wabash enyine 
rang the belland whistied. In all particulars 
he corroborated Burnett's testimony. 

; THE VERDICT. 

As there were no other witnesses,

We, the jury, findthat the deceased came 
to his death by beine crushed by a louwded 
stock car attached to a Wabash railway train
